ASHINGTON, March 16.—({Ex-

Canal treaty. with three formal roll 
calla, its ratification is indicated by 
an approximate vote of @ to 0. All 
amendments will be § jected by over- 
whelming votes. wepublicans§ 
pledged to vote—unanimously for rati- 
fication, and more than one-third of 
the Democrats are expected to support 
the treaty. 

The first strict party vote had in 
the Senate for several years came late 
this afternoon on an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Bacon, providing for ab- 
solute control of the canal sone by 
the United States. This amendment 
was indorsed by the Democratic cau- 
cus this morning. and received unan- 
imous Democratic support. Several 15- 
minute speeches were made for and 
against it. The amendment was re- 
jected by a vote of 4 to 4. This vote 
indicated that nine Demeoeets and 
@ieven Republicans were absent, some 
of them being unpaired. 

A vote on the other amendment in- 
dorsed by the Democratic caucus will 
not be taken until tomorrow. This

WASHINGTON. March 16—8EN- 
ATE.—The Senate spent six solid hours 
in executive session teday in its ef- 
forte to passe on the amendments to 
the Panama Canal treaty. in prepara- 
tion for the final vote on the treaty 
tomorrow. The greater part of the 
day was devoted to debate on the 
matter of insuring American defense 
of the canal, the Democrats contend- 
ing that the United States should be 
given the initiative in that respect, 
and the Repulicans urging that the in- 
terests of this country are sufficiently 
safeguarded by the terms of the 
treaty as it stands. A substitute f 
the provision of the treaty placi 
the defense of the canal primarily in 
the hands of the government of Colom- 
bia resulted in a test vote. As a re- 
sult of their frequent conferences since 
Senator Gorman'’s assumption of lead- 
ership, the Democrats cast a solid vote 
in support of the amendment, the Re- 
publicans voting as solidly against it. 
The vote was ™% for the Democratic 
amendment t> 46 against it. 

During the day, Senator Morgan of- 
fered a number of his amendments, but 
none of them received more than ten 
or twelve votes. The treaty will be 
ratified tomorrow by a very large ma- 
jority and without amendment. On the 
final ballot, many of the Democratic 
Senators will vote for it. 

Immediately after the Senate went 
into executive session the order of 
presentation of amendments with 15- 
minute speeches on them went into 
effect. There was a large attendance 
of Senators, both political parties hav- 
ing summoned their adherents in the 
Senate to be present, with the view

The second roll call of the 
day was upon an amendment offered 
by Senator Morgan, providing fer thé 
acquisition of the canal zone in. per- 
petuity, and not be renewed after 
ninety-nine years, as provided in the 
treaty. It was voted down.

Democratic Senators, all favoring the 
Bacon amendment. They were Messrs:

WASHINGTON, March 6.—With 
reference to the amendment including 
Mexico in the declaration of territorial 
limitations, there was much debate. 
Many of the Senators advocated an 
amendment striking out the provision 
entirely, especially all of them agree- 
ing that it had no place in the agree- 
ment, but it was concluded that, as it 

been incorporated and probably 
would remain, the best policy would be 
to make an effort to modify rather 
than remove it. Mexico was incor- 
porated because it was urged that the 
people of that country are as sensitive 
as those of any other country about 
maintaining the integrity of their 
country, and also are as much entitled 
to the guaranty as any other, 

There was substantial unanimity 
with regard to the twenty-third ar- 
ticle, but there was much difference of 
opinion as to the language.of the pro- 
posed amendment, and a complete 
agreement+on that point was not 
reached until the adjournment of the 
caucus was forced by the convening 
at noon. The amendment suggested 
to the twenty-third article of the 
treaty, giving the government of the 
United States the exclusive right to 
police and protect the canal, is prac- 
tically that offered by Senator Bacon 
Saturday. There were only verbal 
changes. This amendment makes the 
control of the United States over the 
canal absolute and exciusive, and its 
right to police and protect the same is 
under no circumstances dependent 
upon the request or invitation of the 
republic of Colombia. 

The other amendment agreed upon 
was to article four of-The treaty, re- 
lating to the policy of the United States 
toward other Central and South Amer- 
ican republics, and disavows any in- 
tention to impair,in any way whatever 
the sovereignty of Colombia or to in- 
crease its territory at the expense of 
Colombia, “but most earnestly desires 
her peace and prosperity.” 

After the adjournment of the caucus 
Senator Gorman. as chairman, and 
Senator Carmack as secretary of the 
caucus gave out the following state- 
ment concerning the last-mentioned 
amendment: 

“This amendment qualified the lan- 
guage of the treaty to the extent of 
making a simple affirmation of the es- 
tablishment of the policy of the gov- 
ernment against the policy of terri- 
torial acquisition at the expense of 
sister republics in America and ac-- 
knowledges the sovereignty of the re- 
public of Colombia 

“The language of the treaty is also 
broadened, in that the amendment as- 
serts this policy of the United States 
with reference to all the American re- 
publics, while the treaty confines its 
pledges to those of Central and South 
America, studiously omitting Mexico, 
which is the repubiiec most sensitive 
and apprehensive of aggressions on the 
part of the United States. The lan- 
guage of the treaty goes to the extent 
of declaring it to be the policy of the 
United States to maintain the separate 
independence of all the Central and 
South American republics, not solely 
as against European powers. but as 
against each other. This was believed 
to be contrary to a true policy of the 
United States, which is not concerned 
with the international “Arrangements 
of these republics, but only with their 
defense and protection against the out- 
side world in connection with the pro- 
visions of the Monroe doctrine.” 


TINER’S RESIGNATION. 
SCANDAL’S RELATIONS THERETC.

“The Post says that Tiner has ad- 
mitted that Harrisqn J. Barrett, his 
nephew by marriage, and formerly his 
assistant in the law division of the 
Postoffice Department, against whom 
charges had been filed with a view to 
his disbarment from practice before 
the departments, had represented as 
an attorney one of the turf investment 
concerns in the matter of mall priv- 
ileges, but said it was after Barrett 
had severed his connection with the 
department. He also said Barret: had 
rendered jegal services to a number of 
bond-investment companies, as to the 
legality of which the latter had writ- 
ten an official opinion while still in 
the Postoffice Department. This serv- 
jee also was rendered after Barrett 
had left the department.

RELIC FROM CALIFORNIA.

Hartford, Ct., there is a silk battle fag domen. He had 


the Rebellion by the Fourth Connecti- 
eut Infantry, afterward changed to the 
First Connecticut Heavy Artillery. This 
flag was contributed by the Unionists 
in the State of California in 1861 to 
“the first full regiment that should re- 
spond to President Lincoln's call for 
three-year volunteers,” and under that 
condition was awarded to the Fourth 
Connecticut Regiment. It is one of 
the most-priged battle fags that went 
through the Rebellion, and ft is now 
proposed by some of the old Connecti- 
cut veterans residing in Washington 
and Virginia to take the flag to San 
Francisco and carry it in the Grand 
Army parade in 1903.

One of these missives was opened some 
time ago by permission of the Presi- 
dent's secretary, and found to containa 
pumber of unintelligible hieroglyphics 
something like shorthand. Of course 
they find their way ultimately into the 
waste paper basket at the White 
House, but they are not allowed to be 
destroyed at the postoffice. 

Another “freak” who has also been 
writing to the Presidents for long years 
scorns envelopes and stamps and uses 
postal cards altogether. If he does not 
finish what he has to say in one he 
takes another, numbering them con- 
secutively. Sometimes he uses as 
many as five or six. He signs himeecif 
“Micheel, King of Heaven.” and his 
communications are usually in the 
form of commands to the President on 
the way in which the Untted States 
should be run.

Superintendent Lenegan has an idea 
that this was one of the most peculiar 
happenings in the electrical annals of 
Ife Angeles. or. indeed. of any other 
city. He does not believe that the belt 
broke, or that the fly wheel or dynamo 
pulley buret. All the materiale were, 
so far as is known, in good condition, 
and the broken parts exhibit no flaws. 
Said Mr. Lenegean: “Just before this 
happened-—only a second before, ap- 
parentiv. the lichte over the whole sys- 
tem flashed up and burned with a daz- 
zliing glare. then the works went to 
pieces, and that is al! there was to it. 
Now my theory i# that a high voltage 
wire of some lighting company acct- 
dentally fell across our line; that the 
outside current suddenly reversed our 
dynamo at full speed. and, of course, 
the strain being more than any ma- 
chinery cou!d etand. the whole thing 
went up. all at once.”

she made-her will, and that she was hoe will likely 


unduly influenced tn fevor of other re!- 
atives. It is charged also that she was 
kept a prisoner during her last i!'ness 
and was denied visitation from her for- 
mer friends and counselors. 

Mre. Grueber and her husband gery 
old residents of Los Angeles, and at 
the time they were taken ill in the 
summer of 1901 they possessed property 
of the estimated value of $30,000 or $40,- 
“om. Unable to care for themselves 
they sent for Mra. Grueber's sister and 


her husband, Dr. and Mrs. Rolla J. 
Hart of Charter Oak. lowa, who came 
to make their home with the old 
couple. 


After their arrival Mrs. Grueber made 
a will, and among her bequests was 
one of $3500 to the East Los Angeles 
Congregational Church, of which Rev. 
Cc. P. Doriand was pastor: he also was 
made custodian of the will. 

It is alleged that an agreement was 
made with Dr. Hart and his wife, by 


which they were to accept $4000 cash 
and « lot on Flower street. as a re- 
ward for services rendered the old 
couple, but that early in 1902 Mre. 


Gruecber was induced by the Harts to 
rescind this agreement, withdraw the 
bequest to the church, and to re- 
move Rev. Dorland as custodian of 
the will. This was not accomplished 
without @ protest on the part of Rev. 
Doriand, who demanded an audience 
with Mre. Grueber. Dr. Hart. it fs 
said, objected to this interview, but 
finaliy consented to allow the minister 
to have a three-minute conversation 
with the sick Woman, As a result of 
this interview, Rev. Dorland obeved 
the expressed wishes of the woman 
end gave up the will and the bequest. 

During her last fliness it is alleged 
that Mrs. (}rueber was permitted to see 
no one, and that she then made an- 
other will dated March 14, only three 
days before her death, in which she 
bequeathed $3000 to Dr. Hart, a house 
and lot and furniture to Mrs. Hart. 
$1009 to each of their children. and 
various sums to other relatives, rang- 
ing from $190 to $1000, a total of $12,500 
A great part of this money was kept in 
flour. barrels and between the leaves of 
books. A provision of the will is that 
if it be contested by any of the bene- 
ficiaries the contestant shall recéive not 
mare than $10. 

The allegation is made that Mrs. 
Grueber, while ill, had expressed a fear 
that Dr. Hart and his wife would 
make an effort to gain possession of a 
large share of the property, and that 
it was for this reason that she en- 
tered into the original agreement with 
them whereby they were to receive 
34000 and no more for their services.

Reservoirs May Be Given Euphonious 

Names—Building Plans. 

There was a very brief meeting of 
the Board of Water Commissioners 
yesterday, little or no business requir-

Plans for the new water-department 
building at Second and Alameda streets 


were submitted for approval of the 
board, prior to advertising for bids.

Local Company’s Rail Line 
to Gold Beds. 


Organization Perfected and Plans 
Under Way. 


Trains May Run in Two Years— 
Wealth of Minezal on 


pah Railroad Company was formed in 
Los Angeles Saturday, with a capital 
of $7,000,000. and ite projectors say that 
within two years trains will be in 
operation between the town of Daggett 
and the rich mining camp of Tonopah, 


The first published inkling of the 
project was contained In a special dis- 
patch from Tonopah, which appeared 
in Sunday's Times. It announced that 
surveys had been started from the 
Tonopah end and that civil engineers 
and graders soon would begin work at 
the Daggett frminus. 

This report was confirmed yesterday 
by Alpheus W. Rodman of this city. 
secretary and treasurer of the new com- 

any, who has charge of the prepara- 
ions for the undertaking in the ab- 
sence of the president, J. Irving Cro- 
well, who was at Tonopah Saturday 
and who is now on his way to New 


York. 

Attracted by the richness of the Dig 
Nevada mining camp and the country 
adjacent thereto, the men who are back 
of the enterprise have been engaged 
for several months In evolving the 
plans for the ratiroad, and early in the 
present month they filed articles of in- 
corporation with the Territoria] Secre- 
tary of Arizona. These papers were re- 
turned Saturday bearing the Territorial 
seal and legalizing the organisation. 
Immediately thereafter a meeting 
directors was held and the officers of 
the company were elected as follows: 
President, J. Irving Crowell: first vice- 
president, J. M. Graybill: second vice- 
president, W. T. Carter: secretary and 
treasurer, ‘Alpheus W. Rodman. The 
remainder of the directors are 8. C., 
Freefield, W. W. Wilson, J. T. Leonard, 
Cc. L. Hanson and H. A. Barclay. 

Yesterday Mr. Rodman sent to the 
Secretary of the Interior at Washington 
a copy of the incorporation papers, and 
as soon as the surveys of the line afe 
completed a profile of the route will be 
forwarded to the same official. Under 
the law granting free right of way to 
anv ratiroad over any wuneurveyed goev- 
ernment land the new corporation ex- 
pects to have no difficulty tn building 
its line with practically no expenditure 
for a roadway. In fact, tt is claimed 
that bonuses already have been offered 
by différent communities to tnduce the 
company to include them on the line. 

According to a rough survey of the 
proposed route the line from 


to Tonopah will be about two hundred’ 
and fifty miles long, running almost 


rectly north and south and passing 
through the counties of San Bernagdine 
and Inyo in Caltfornia, and lda 
and Nve in Nevada.

GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 
COUNCIL HEARS PROTEST. 
To the Finance Committee of the 
Counct] was referred a communica- 
tion from the Municipal League con- 
taining a resolution protesting against 
the proposed plan of purchasing the 
garbage crematory of Franklin @& 
Alexander. The Municipal League be- 
Meves that the city officials should 
enforce the contract to the letter. The 
resolution is as follows: 
“Whereas, the City Counct] has 
under consideration a message from 
the Board of Health, recommending 
the purchase of the crematory, re- 
cently erected by the garbage con- 
tractors, and suggesting that some 
new system be devised for handling 
the city’s garbage, and, whereas, such 
purchase and the attempt to operate 
any municipal system under present 
conditions would involve an expense 
that the city’s finances are in no con- 
dition to meet, and, whereas, there 
is widespread dissatisfaction with the 
work, as it is done under the pres- 

ent contract, therefore, be it 
“Resolved, that we would respect- 
fully suggest to the Council that\an 
earnest and determined effort be made 
to enforce the present contract, the 
terms of which, if properly carried 
out, would, in our opinion, give gen- 
eral satisfaction to citizens, and woula 
work no injustice to the contractors 
themselves; and, that while, if no con- 
tract were in existence, we might favor 
the taking over of the work of garbage 
collection by the city, we nevertheless 
would protest against the adoption of 
any plen that Involves payment by the 
individual householder for the service 
performed, as there are many who 
would refuse to pay. which would 
necessitate a great increase in the 
number of sanitary inspectors and « 
deterioration in the cleanliness of the 


city.” 


SELLING BONDS. 
MARKET ISSUE IN MAY. 
May 15 next has been set by the 
Council as the date for the sale of the 
big $2,180,000 issue of municipal bonds 
which was voted last fall. This action 
was taken yesterday on the advice of 
those best posted on the eastern finan- 
cial situation. It is hoped that the 
bonds may sell for a substantial pre- 
mium, but as they bear only 34 per 
cent. interest, and call money is high, 
it is feared that competition for the 

issue may not be very brisk. 

Between now and May 15 it is ex- 
pected that the tone of the market wiil 
change, and that there will be a great- 
ly-increased demand for municipal se- 
curities. 


GAS LIMITS. 
PINTSCH FACTORY NEEDED. 


Attorney Frank P. Flint. counsel! for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, appeared before the Council! yes- 
terday and secured a change in the 
gas-limit ordinance which will un- 
questionably permit the manufacture of 
Pintsch gas for lighting the cars of 
the company on property bounded by 
Wilson, Atlantic, Shearer and Alame- 
da streets. The attorney stated that 
the company intends to manufacture 
the gas on that block, and that it 
niight be construed as a technical vio- 
lation of the gas ordinance unless the 
amendment was made. 

But the Council, acting on the advice 
of the Gas and Light Committee, went 
much further than requested by the 
attorney for the rallroad in amending 
the ordinance. Changes were made in 
the language of the measure which 
make the ordinance much more iron- 
clad than before. The word “oper- 
ate’ was added in certain section of 
the ordinance, and an entire new sec- 
tion inserted, as follows: 

“Bec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to erect, 
maintain or use for the storage or con- 
veyance of gas, any tank, reservoir, 
governor, or other like receptacle hav- 
ing @ capacity exceeding 1006 cubic feet 
within the corporate limite of said city

Just what the effect of this change 
in the ordinance will have on the pend- 
ing gas-factory litigation cannot be 


foretold. The evident purpose of the 
| Council) was te strengthen 


the ordi- 


nance and to meet such points as have 
been raised in the courts against its 
validity. 

The ordinance is styled an emere- 
gency measure necessary to the pres- 
ervation of the “public peace, health 
and safety.” 

Representatives of the_ Lodging 
House Keepers’ Association appeared 
before the Council yesterday to protest 
against the license fixed for lodging- 
houses in the new license ordinance. It 
was pointed out that under the ordi- 
hance a house of thirty-nine rooms 
must pay $1 a year license, while a 
house of forty rooms must pay #48 1 
year. Councilman Skilling stated that 
the only change made from the former 
ordinance was to reduce the limit of 
rooms from eixty to forty and to fix 
a nominal license of $1 a year from 
the smaller lodging-houses. On motivn 
of Kern the petition was referred tu 
the Committee of the “Pigeon-Hole.” 

To the Board of Public Works was 
reierred a petition asking that proceed- 
ings be begun to pave Los Angeles 
street trom Arcadia to Commercial 
street. 

Similar reference was made of a pe- 
tition asking that the Pacific Electric 
Riatlway Company be compelled to 
place their roadbed on the offictal 
grade of Grover street and Dixon ave- 
nue. 

For the protection of pedestrians who 
use the Third-street tunnel, Council- 
man Farish moved that a railing be 
placed along the outer edge of the 
sidewalk. The question was referred 
to the City Engineer and the Board 
of Public Works to devise a proper 
style of railing. 

An ordinance was adopted yesterday 
placing the weet half of the block 
bounded by Grand avenue, Olive, Fifth 
and Sixth streets within the fire limits. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was granted a franchise to lay 


tracks across Wilson and Mateo 
streets, between Violet and Bay 
streets. 


City Attorney Mathews reported 
that he had brought eighteen suits to 
condemn property for school purposes, 
as desired by the Board of Education. 

A contract with J. W. Wolfskill for 
the cancellation of the lease on the 
public market site was approved by 
the Council yesterday. A similar con- 
tract between the city and A. C. Golsh 
for the purchase of the market build- 
ing and a bond for $1600 with J. D. 
Robinson and W. A. Henry as sureties 
to guarantee the deferred payments 
were approved. 


MANY FRANCHISES. 
RUSH .OF APPLICATIONS. 

Franchise mania has etruck the 
town. Yesterday morning three more 
applications for the sale of franchises 
were presented to the Council and re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 
Today there are twelve separate fran- 
chise proceedings pending, with a pros- 
pect that more will follow. ; 

Six separate franchise applications 
made by the Los Angeles Rallway 
Company were before the Board of 
Public Works last Friday, and two of 
them were granted by the Council 
yesterday. The other four apptica- 
tions will receive further consideration 
this week. Some time ago the people 
on First street, east of Evergreen 
Cemetery, petitioned for the sale of a 
franchise, and the application is stili 
pending. In addition three more peti- 
ag were put in yesterday, as fol- 

wa: 


By Wesley Clark, of the real-estate 
firm of Clark & Bryan, for a franchise 
commencing at the intersection of Jef- 
ferson and Main streets, thence south- 
erly on Main street to the south city 
limits. 

By Alexander Culver, for a franchise 
commencing at the intersection of 
Thirty-second street and Maple ave- 
nue, thence on Maple avenue to Wood- 
lawn street, thence on Woodlawn’ to 
Fortieth street, thence on Fortieth 
street to a point 608 feet east of Wood- 
lawn street; also commencing at the 
intersection of Main street and Vernon 
avenue, thence on Vernon avenue to 
San Pedro street, thence on San Pedro 
street to a point 750 feet north of Ver- 
non avenue. 

By City Treasurer Workman and 
others for a franchise commencing at 
the intersection of Stevenson and Boyle 
avenues, thence on Stevenson to the 
east city limits; also commencing at 
the intersection of Euclid and Steven- 
son avenues, thence on Euclid to 
Fourth street; also commencing at the 
intersection of Hill and Seventh 
streets, thence on Seventh street 
to Boyle avenue, thence on Boyle ave- 
nue to Stevenson avenue.

When the communication from the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation, calling on the Council to re- 
Spect the protests of citizens against 
the granting of franchises was read, 
Chairman Nofziger of the Board of 
Public Works, who was presiding at 
the Council session, stated that the 
board never would grant a franchise 
application over any street where a 
majority or a considerabie number of 
the property owners objected. 

“I want to say.” thundered Daven- 
port, “that the communication is not 
from the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, but from the directors 
of the organization, and the directors 
don't represent the organization. Now 
] wes talking with several prominent 
members of the association this morn- 
ing. and they said that the directors 
didn't refiéct the sentiments of the 
merchants, anyway.

First blood for the new socia) club 
ordinance! 

R. Odette, the saloon keeper who 
sneaked out on the night the Compton 
social clubs were raided, sneaked back 
yesterday and gave himself up and 
went to jail. 


He told the District Attorney meekly } 


that he had had enough, and entered a 
plea of guilty to violating the social 
club ordinance. Odette had shaved off 
his mustache to escape the officers. 
He came before Justice Young yes- 
terday afternoon and was sentenced to 
ten days “straight” in the County Jail 
and was further sentenced to pay a 


fine of $150. 

Odette’s surrender is an indication 
that the social clubmen realize that 
it is of no use to fight the District At- 
torney. 

They have made a regular stampede 
on the Supervisors. There are nearly 
twenty applications for saloon licenses 
on file. Some of the applicants want 
licenses in districts which voted against 
saloons at the last election.

DON’T WANT PEST HOUSE. 
EAST SIDERS PROTEST. 


The following indignant protest of 
residents of the East Side against 
the proposition to build a pesthouse 
on the County Hoepi's!l grounds, vas 
filed with the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday, and will have.a hearing 
next Monday: 

“We are informed that you are 
about to establish a ward for con- 
tagious diseases and erect a bullding 
for that purpose on the grounds of 
the County Hospital on Mission road. 

“Dieguisze it as you will, we under- 
stand the meaning of this movement 
to be that you are about to erect a 
common pesthouse, to which patients 
with c us diseases may be sent 
and treated. 

“While we recognige that it is a 
public duty to make proper provision 
for such unfortunates, we desire to 
represent to you that we have built 
up our |jittle homes, and established 
our families in the vicinity where this 

thouse is about to be erected. It 

true our homes are not grand nor 
expensive, but they are all we have 
and the best that we can afford, and 
are as dear to us as the homes of our 
more favored neighbors are to them, 
and we feel that we deserve protec- 
tion, equally with our citizens living 
in the more pretentious and fashion- 
able part of the city. 

“To establish a pesthouse tn our 
midst is to ruin our property and 
homes. The maintenance of the 
County Hospital at its present site has 
long been an unbearable nuisance, and 
has retarded the growth of one of the 
finest and most picturesque parts of 
our city. To add to it a pesthouse 
will be an outrage, not only upon 
us, but upon the entire city, and espe- 
clally upon the northeastern part 
thereof, as well as upon the unfortu- 
nate inmates of the hospital not af- 
fected with contagious dh 

“We do not believe that your hon- 
orable board would ever think of es- 
tablishing a pesthouse in the Third, 
Fourth or Fifth wards of the city, and 
although we are more humble and less 
pretentious in our surroundings, we 
are entitled to esual protection. 

“We therefore ask that al! further 
efforts by you to establish a pest- 
house, or as you cajl it, a ‘ward for 
contagious d!seases,’ be abandoned, 
and that you carefully consider, be- 
fore you erect the proposed new hoa- 
pital buildings, whether a new site 
ought not to be selected. The hospl- 
tal, as now located, blocks, and has 
blocked, the progress of the city to 
the eastward. It was located there 
when that site was in the county, and 
therefore not objectionable. The East 
Side ‘Park and its neighborhood have 
crown up since. By reason of Mr. 
Huntington's roads, great advance. 
ment may be expected from the Mi«- 
sion road to Alhambra and bevond. 
We earnestly feel that the county 
should not stand in the way of this 
progress.”
